On the way back from the 
preview last night, having already been up for 20 hours, I thought it ovr and got 
on the phone to r hiladelphia Where I had something arranged and with their permission 
gave about e Quarter of my time over to plugging this show, * iota will do me little 
good end compaxitively hurts me. ^ hope I can continue this way, for it is hurting 
me and 1 hsve big bills and problems, but unless they get worse I think I shall. I sh 
shall address myself to Inna in the book, as you see, and not on this miserable commer- 
cial level. The nress reaction to me on this TV thing, as a consequence of the editing, 
will be hurtful. I'll survive it, end that is what, as much as we can, we must do. I’m 
trying to get Penn’s book introduced into England and Italy. The TV show will also 
be in Kansas City end St. ^ouis and possibly another city. There are indications of 
a Majority Report program, the commission and its protagonists apparently having a 
change of mind, and I have already asked to have the courtesy extended the Connission 
extended to me to appear in opposition. There is dittle liklihood of it happening, but 
if too many of us ask it it cannot happen. Therefore, please say nothing of ftiis and 
see if I can pull it off. I can Qualify at least as well as Cohen, as you will see 
when you finish the new book end understand what 1 believe and I think prove.
